The Apoſtles in their Writings. often (cite it, 
and more often allude to it; and our Bleed Lr taking 
his laſt leave of his Diſciples, tells them; ©. Theſe are the 
Words which I ſpake unto. you, whilſt I was fill with 
you z that all muſt be fulfilled, which, was. Written of 
„ me in the Law of Moſes, and, in the Pfepketz, nd in 
« the Pala Luke 24. 44. And if we conlider the 


whole Epiſtle to the Hebrews without regard.to the Old 
Teſtament. it will be the moſt intricate ang "obſcure 
Writing that ever was penned; for it is fo interwoven 
with it, that unleſs we refer to one, the other is altoge- 
ther. N f e ni Ke das. 
2. Chriſt, being the End of the Law, all Things which 
are ſpoken, ob in the Old Teſtament, relate to Chriſt and 
his Servants, as Well in a literal as an allegorical Senſe : 
And in this the Old Teſtament excels the New; for the 
Old wants neither, but the New for the moſt, Part Wants 
the allegorical Meaning. Our Fathers, faith St. Paul, 
« were all under this Cloud, and all paſſed thro' the Ses, 
<« and were all baptized , unto Moſes, and in that Cloud, 
“ and thap Sea; and did all eat the ſame ſpiritual Food, 
and did all drink the ſame ſpiritual, Drink ; for they 
drank of the ſpiritual Rock on followed them, and 
the Rock was Chriſt, &c. Now all theſe Things were 
Types unto them, and were written to admonifh, us, 
upon whom the Ends of the World are come. 1 Cor. 10. 
 1,2,3,4,11.” And from, hence; the ſame Apoſile Thews' 
us, that the Underſtanding of the Old Tellament was 
. tranſmitted from the Jews to us. Therefore their Minds 
4 are hardened,. for until this Day remaineth the ſame 2} 
f* Covering untaken away in, the Reading of the Old

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« Teſtament, which Vail in Chriſt is put away. But 
« even unto this Day, when Moſes i read, the Vail i 
« laid over their Hearts. 2 Cor. 3. 14, 17 

3. Another great Advantage there is, That the Old 
Teſtament is a Magazine, '{o'well provided with Variety 
of Figures, Examples, Doctrine and ſententious Oracles, 
not only relating to Faith, but to the Information of a 
good Life, that from thence we may plentifully furniſh 
our ſelves with Arguments and Reaſons on all honeſt Oc- 
caſions. Thus our bleſſed Lord, by the Example of Noah 


and Lot's Wife, ſtirs up the Slothful to Watchfulneſs. Luke 


17. 27, 32. He threatens the obſtinate Jews with the re- 
membrance of Sodom and Nineveh, and the Queen of the 
South ; and tetriſies the uncharitable Rich with the Words 
of Abraham to Dives in Hell; They have Moſes and the 
Prophets, let them hear them. Luke 16. 29. St. Paul, as 
hath been before obſerv'd, "ſays, Al theſe Things were 
done 40 them for Examples to us, that we ſhould avoid thoſe 
Judgments God had afflifted them with for their Fornica- 
tion, Idolatry, Murmuring, Cc. For the holy Spirit of 
God, which was preſcious to, and conſcious of all Ages, 
hath ſo diſpos d the Holy Scriptures, that they are uſeful, 
not only to the Jews, but to Chriſtians in all Times. 
Which Tertullian in his Book De cultu Femin. c. 22. 
confirms; for there he ſays, © That there 1s no Enuncia- 
« tion of the Holy Ghoſt,” fo particularly directed to any 
“ preſent Occaſion, as not to be of uſe and advantage in 
* general; St. Auguſtine ſeems fo pleas d with the Har- 
mony between the Old and New Teſtament, that towards 
the End of his thirteenth Book againſt Fauſtut, he ſays, 
« In Commemoration of our Faith, in Conſolation of our 
“ Hope, and Exhortation of us to Charity, we read the 
* Books of the Prophets and Apoſtles; betwixt whom 
e there is ſo exact an Harmony, that it is like the cele- 
_  ſtial Trumpet, which rouzes us from our fluggiffi Mor- 
* tality to contend for the Palm of our heaveniy Calling.”

And here, . the Dignity of that. great and A 
expellent Legiſlator and Hiſtorian, to whom God did the | 
Hanqur; of ſpeaking, Face to Face, it may ſeem almoll a 
Preſumption to give his Character. I ſhall only, in ſhort, 
ſay this, That for ſome; thouſands of Years the Sun did 
net behold his Fellow. He was from his Infancy brought 


up in a Court, wherehe received-all the Advantages of a 
Royal Edntation, becoming the Son and intended Heir 
of a King: He-was;well skill d in Egyptian Learning, 
converſing_ at Court. till he was forty Years old:. At 
which Time, being divinely inſpir'd, he withdrew from 
the Court of Pharao h, — diſdaining to be ht the 
Son of Pharaohꝰs Dau ghter, he choſe, rather t to ſuffer Af- 
fliction with the — of, God, than injoy the Pleaſures 
of a courtly ſinful Life: Being forc d to fly to 8 
he undertook the poor Imployment of feeding Sheep. 
which time God appeared to him in the Buſh, and or 
him Commiſſion to be Ruler and Leader of his People ; . 
wherein he ſhewed an admirable Conduct and OEcono- 
my⸗ leading an almoſt innumerable. Multitude of obſtinate 
headſtrong People, thro a torrid Deſert for forty Years. 
They often diſoblig d him by their mutinous and in- 
rateful Carriage, yet. like a true Father of his Country, 
he ave them, and always interpoſed between them 
angry God, who, but ſor him, had often 
dae e on them; and was hardly ee 
q * rom 
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m. Power, when he gave him Commiſſion to deliver and. g 
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ſrom utterly extirpating them a their diam, ;nodraing | 
| anorber Nation 50 25 it gheir Stead. 

But if we inquire more particularly into tbe Abilities 
_ Vertues of this excellent Perſon, we ſhall find him 
the greateſt and moſt hononred Mortal, that ever, was 
born, till the Son of God condeſcended to bleſs, the 
World in humane Shape: He was Prophet, Pringe and 
poet. For the firſt we have his own Acknowledgment: 
& The- Lord thy-Godiſhall raiſe up unte ches a Prophet 
*, like unto me, from amung your Brethren. Deut, 18.13 
For the ſecond, God himſeff inveſted him with impsxial 


vern his People. Exod. 3. 10. That he was a Pest; ap- 
pears from thaſe, eleven Pſalms. intitled to him, from 
Pſalm 89, to Pjalm-100. Beſides the:many perſonal-Fa- 
vours God beſtow'd upon this great Man, he was pleag'd 
to honour him, with this particular Note of Diſtinction, 
that he was the moſt, faithful of his Servants, to; whom 
he would communicate his Will by expreſs Words Nu.. 
12. 7 8. And indeed;; if, we conſider the frequent In- 
terviews between God and Moſes,: the Conveyanee ofthe 
Law. by him, and his daily Converling and Pleading for 
the People; in the Tabernacle, where God more imme 
diately revealed himſelf, we may- juſtly: call him the Se: 
cretary of the divine Wiſdom; by whoſe Prayers more 
than by Joſbua's Valour, — was ſubdued. I ſhall 
not need to advance his Character by enumeratin — 
wondrous Works in Egypt, his miraculous Cond 

the Iſraelites thro the Red- Sea, his furniſhing cbm 
Food, from Heaven, this producing Water by a Miracle 
from Matter to which Nature bad d denied it, and his vin- 
dicating God's Honour and his own Reputation from the 
Caluinnies of their Enemies by a juſt Execution on Crab 
and his Aſſociates. Whoever examines the Admimiſtpation 
of this great Man, he will find in it. the moſt refined Po- 
lity and exact OEconomy, that ever adorn'd the Chaxac- 
ter of the moſt illuſtrious [Legiſlator z- for. he had ts, do 
with. a molt obſtinate, rebellious, and ungrateful People, 
aud whom he govern'd with that Dextetity, that t al- 
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Ways: brought them to a Senſe. of their Duty. But in the 
Diſcharge of this Part of his High Office, his Love and 
Care of their Safety more eminently appear'd than all his 
other Per ſections, not only in that Heat of Zeal, wken he 
beg d of God, rather to deprive him of the Injoyment of 
promiſed Land, than deny it to his People; but in thoſe | 
prefiing Inſtancet and ſervid Admpnitions throughout the | 
Whole Book of - Deuteronomy, wherein he calls God and | 
ati; Heaven and Earth to witneſs, that he may incline theit 
carts to a ſtrict and ſacred Obſervance of the Law of 
30d. Nor was his Humility the leſt Imbelliſnment of his W$* 
Character; for tho the Iſraelites had oſten provok d him s 
by their Clamours, Reproaches, and Apoſtaſy, and ſome-- 
times threatned to ſtone him, unmov'd he beheld heir 
Ihgratirude; and inſtead of revenging himſelf by Threats 
And Puriſhments; he humbly addreſsd himſelf te God in 
theilt behalf, to deprecate the Judgments they deſerved. - 
And for this Vertue God himſelf expreſly diſtinguifbes him 
wall chis Eulogy, That he was the meekeſt Man upon 
Earth.“ And for the ſake of this indearing Quality, 
Moſes is thought by ſome, ſo to have recommended him! 
ſelf tö God, that he admitted him to behold as much ef 
the divine Eſſenee as his humane Nature was capable of 
ſeeing; with which more fond and aſpiring Men were not 
ft to be truſted. As to the Death of this illuſtrious Pro- 
het und Prince, it was as wonderful as the greax Tranf- 
Actions of his Life; for God himſelf pald the funeral Ho- 
dur; by burying him fo ſecretly, that no Man ever 
khew where his Sapulchre wan 
But all that wet have hitherto faid comes far ſhort of cht 
| ficted Eulogies of inſpired Writers, who have celebrated 
the Memory of this great Legiſlator in moſt exalted Strains.

His ſecond Dream was a freſh Aggravation of their

Nor could he conceal this Dream from his Father, (ſo 
ſtrong was the heavenly Impulſe upon kim) but told it 
him. Good old Jacob, whether to mitigate the Reſent- 
ment of his other Sons towards Joſeph, or that he thought 
theſe Dreams the Effe& of an aſpiring and conceited For-

[Theſe two Dreams of Joſeph were very fignificant ;

God having thus miraculouſly ſupplied their Neceſſity,

God having by his Almighty Power and ſecret Wiſ- 
dom thus plentifully provided for this murmuring People, 
to let them further ſee that they were under his more im- 
mediate Care and Protection, directs their Marches from 
place to place, and orders their Incampments. Accor- 
dingly.they remov'd from the Deſart of Sin, and incamp'd 
in (z) Rephidim, where they had no Water. Here again

After this Moſes calls Aaron to account for having gi- 
ven way to this Sin of the People; which Aaron very 
poorly excuſes by urging the miſchievous Temper of the 
People, and that he had complied with them for quiet- 
ſake. Moſes did not long 5 the Caſe with Aaron; 
for ſeeing that the People by Aaron's Indiſcretion were 
naked and ſtripp'd of the Defence and Protection which 
God's Preſence and Favour had been to them, and that 
too amongſt their Enemies; and to make a further At- 
tonement for this Sin, beſides that of burning the Calf, 
Moſes went into the midſt of the Camp and calling out, 
ſaid, Let thoſe who are for the Lord join themſelves 
« with me. Upon which all the Sons of Levi, who 


were not concern'd in the late Idolatry, repair'd to him, 


whom he. order'd to arm, and go thro the Camp, and 
ſlay all the Ringleaders of the Sedition with their Fol- 


lowers: The Levites thus commiſſioned fell on; and flew 
about Three thouſand Men. For which laudable Zeal 


and ready Obedience Moſes (o) bleſſed the Family of 


Levi, aſſuring them that by this ſhedding the Blood of 


their idolatrous Brethren without Favour or Diſtinction, 


they had conſecrated themſelves to the Lord, who would 


not fail to bleſs them for it. / 
And now, tho' God was pleas'd to accept this Execu- 


tion in part of Satisfaction for the Preſent, yet he would 


not diſcharge the People, but threatned them, that in the 
Day when he ſhould viſit, he would viſit them for this 
Sin. And he did afterwards upon freſh: Provocations re- 
member it, and added to their Puniſhment. After this 
Moſes returning to the Lord acknowledg'd Iſrael's Sin, 
and ask'd forgiveneſs for it, with that earneſtneſs and-

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Tents. It was divided into two Parts; the one cover d, 
and properly called the Tabernacle, and the other open 
call'd the Court. The coverd Part was again divided 
into two other Parts; the one called the Holy of Holies, 
the Curtains of which were made of imbroidered Linnen 
of ſeveral Colours. There were ten. Curtains,, Twenty 
eight Cubits long, and Four in breadth. Five Curtains 
together made two Coverings, which being made faſt to- 
gether covered all the Tabernacle. Over the reſt there 
were two other Coverings, the one of Goats Hair, the 
other of Sheeps Skins. Theſe Veils or Coverings were 
laid on a ſquare Frame of Planks reſting on Baſes. There 
were Forty eight large Planks, each a Cubit and. à half 
Wide, and Ten Cubits high, Twenty of them op: each 
Side, and fix at one end to the Weſtward, and one at 
each Corner: Each Plank was born on two ſilver Baſes, 
they were let into one another, and held by Bars run- 
ning the Length of the Planks. The Eaſt End was open 
and only covered with a Curtain, The Holy of Holes - 
was parted from the reſt of the Tabernacle by a Curtain 
made faſt to four Pillars, ſtanding ten Cubits from the 
End.

A little before his Death thereſore he aſſembled the 
People of IJſrael on the firſt Day of the eleventh Month, 
in the fortieth Year from their Departure out of 'Egypt, 
(the People being yet in the Plains of Moab by Jordan, 
and near Jericho) he repeated to them briefly (m) all that 
had befallen their Fathers ſince they left Egypt: The gra- 
cious Dealings of God with them; their Unrulineſs, Di 
obedience, and Rebellions, which had fo often provoked 
the Lord to puniſh them, and brought not only upon 
them, but by their Means upon him alſo, that grievous 
Sentence, That they ſhould not enter into the good Land.

He incourag'd them to be 
faithful to God, aſſuring them, if they kept his Com- 
mandments they ſhould ES Bleſſings heap'd upon them; 
and threatning them with all Calamities, if they depart- 
ed from them. He renewed*the Covenant with the Peo- 
ple in the Name of the Lord; commanded them with 2 
loud Voice to proclaim on the Mountains of Gerezim and 
Hebal, beyond Jordan, Bleſſings to thoſe who kept the 
Covenant, and Curſes to all thoſe who broke it, and to 
erect an Altar in the Land of Canaan, on which they 
ſhould write the Terms and Conditions of their Cove- 
nant with. God. Theſe Things, with Rehearſals ſome- 
times of their Fathers, and their own (o) Prevarications, 
Moſes not only delivered to the People by Word of 
Mouth, but wrote them in a Book; which he gave into 
the Cuſtody and Care of the Levites, with Direction from 
the Lord, what they ſhould put it into the Side of the 
Ark, to be kept there for a Witneſs againſt Jſrael, if they 
ſhould rebel. Beſides this, Moſes by the immediate Di- 
rection of God compoſed a (2) Song, in which are at 
large deſcribed by the many Benefits and Favours of God 
to his People, their 1 to, and Forgetfulneſs of 
him; the Puniſhments by which he corrected them, with 
chreatnings of greater Judgments if they perſiſted to pro- 
voke him by a Repetition of their Follies. This Song 
Moſes recited to the People,and gave Order that they ſhould 
learn it, and repeat it often; that when for their Tranſgrel- 
fing the Law, many Calamities and Troubles ſhould befal 
them, this Song might be a Witneſs for God againſt them.

He directed him to bid the 
Prieſts, who were to carry the Ark, ſtop upon the Brink 
of the River; which they did, and Jobua thereupon call- 
ing the People together to hear the Words of the Lord 
their God, he told them, That they ſhould hereby know, 
that the living God was amongſt them, and would drive 
out the Nations before them: For the Ark of the Cove- 
nant of the Lord of all the Earth paſſing into the River 
* before them, as ſoon as the Feet of the Prieſts that 
bare it ſhould touch the Waters, they ſhould divide and 
ſtand on a Heap, Accordingly the Prieſts march into the 
River with the Ark, and ſtopping in the midſt of it, they 
ſtood on firm Ground, the Rapid ſtream dividing and the 
Waters forgetting their Fluidity, condenſe in Heaps to af- 
ford them a dry Paſſage. Thus did God make good his 
Word to Joſhua, in promiſing to magnify him in the Sight 
of the People, by dividing the. Waters of the Jordan, as 
he had before done to Moſes, when the Iſraelites paſsd 
the Red Sen. | | 
But before the People croſs'd the River, the Lord 
commanded Joſhua to ſelect Twelve Men, one out of each 
Tribe, who, ſo ſoon as the People had paſs'd the River, 
were to take up Twelve Stones from the Place where the 
Prieſts ſtood on dry Grpund, according to the Number 
af the Twelve Tribes, and to ſet them up as a Memo- 
rial of this great Miracle in that Place. He commanded 
the likewiſe to take other Twelve Stones, and to carry 
them on ſhore, for another Memorial of the ſame Miracle. 
Ihe Prieſts that carried the Ark walking on dry Ground 
to the midſt of the Lan and ſtopping there, as Joſbus

The Ambuſcade being laid as he had directed, he drew 
up the Army before the North Part of the/ City of A, 
and towards Night he marched into the Valley in Sight of 
the Enemy to tempt them to ſally out upon him. This 
ſucceeded as Joſhua deſired; for the King of At thinking 
he had them ſure now, early the next Morning drew out 
all his Forces to give Iſrael Battle; who, at the fir 
Charge gave Way, and fled. This ſo animated the King 
of Ais Army, that concluding the 1ſraelites fled indeed 
through fear of them, they called out all the Citizens to 
aſſiſt in the Perſuit, which they eagerly did, leaving the 
Town naked and defenceleſs.

After which applying themſelves to find out ſome Expe- 
dient to elude their "raſh Oath, and fave the finking 
Tribe, they recollected that they had at firſt bound them 
ſelves by Oath to put to Death all thoſe who ſhould nee 
appear with them at Mizpeh, and join in the common 
Cauſe againſt the Benjamites. Upon Inquiry they 
found that none came from Fabeſb-Grlead to the Aﬀem- 
bly at the Camp : Therefore ſending twelve thouſand of 
their beſt Men to Fabeſh-Gilead, they commanded them to 
put Man, Woman, and Child, to the Sword, except ſuch 
marriageable young Women as were Virgins, whom they 
were to bring with them to the Camp. Theſe Troops ha- 
ving done Execution on Jabeſ-Gilead, as they were com- 
manded, brought away with them four hundred Virgin 
to the Iſraelites; who immediately fent Heralds to che 
Rock Rimmon to treat with the few remaining Benja- 
mites, offering them Peace, and inviting them to return. 
The poor Benjamites gladly imbrace the Offer; and 
coming to the Camp, the Hſraelites beſtowed on them the 
Gileadite Virgins for Wives. But che Benjamites "being 
ſix hundred in Number, there was not for every Man 
one. Upon which they bethought them of another Ex- 
pedient to ſupply this Deficiency : Once a Year there was 
a ſolemn Feaſt held at Shiloh to which the young Maidens 
of Shiloh uſed to come, and dance there: The [ſraelites 
therefore directed the Benjamites that wanted Wives to 
lie in wait in the Vineyards at the Time of the Feaſt, and 
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perſue their Inſtructions; and watching their Opporte 
nity, took every one his Damſel, and carried them off to 
their own Inheritance: Where, n their Cities 
they ſettled again, and in Time recruited their Tribe.

Tho Eli haa diſobliged the Lord highly in his remiſs 
and careleſs Adminiſtration, yet he had a religious Con- 
cern for the Safety of Irael, and more particularly for 
the Ark of God. Upon this Account therefore he went 
and fat at the Gate to hear (for he could not ſee) how 
Affairs went: Whilſt he was fitting here, the ſorſaid Ben- 
jamite that eſcaped in the Fight having told the Citi- 
zens, how things went, there was a mighty Outcry 
among them. 8 Eli asking what was the 
Meaning of that Tumult, the Benjamite Soldier was 
brought to him, who told him, the Iſraelites were rout- 
ed, his Sons in the Number of the Slain, and the Ark 
of the Lord taken. Eli kept his Seat till the laſt Piece 
of News was told him, but then his Spirits failing, he 
fell from his Seat backward ; and being heavy as well as 
old, his Neck broke with the Fall, and he died, having 
judged 22 forty Years. His Son Phineas had a Wi 
at this Time, who being big with Child and near her 
Time, hearing of the Death of her Father, and her Huſ- 
band, and the Loſs of the Ark, fell in Labour; and be- 
ing delivered of a Son, with her dying Breath ſhe named 
him Ichabod; which ſignifies, no Glory, adding as the 
Reaſon of giving the Child this Name, That the Glory is 
departed from Iſrael; which ſhe meant by the taking of 
the Ark of God. | | 4# 25 = 
The Philiftines having clear'd the Field, and carried 
off the Plunder, brought the Ark to Aſidod, and plac'd it 
in the Temple of Dagon near to the Idol; whom the 
next Morning they found fallen down upon his Face be- 
fore the Ark of the Lord. They ſet him in his Place, 
and next Day come in again, and not only found him fal- 
len to the Ground, but his Head and Palms of his Hands 
broken off, and lying on the Threſhold, only his lower 
Part was left intire. * a ſuperſtitious Cuſtom aroſe 


amongſt the Philiſtines, that neither Prieſts nor People 
would tread upon the Threſhole. 

And now to let theſe Idolaters ſee, that the Cauſe is 
no longer between the Philiſtines and the Iſraelites, but 
between God and Dagon ; the Lord lays his heavy Judg- 
ments on A/hdod, and all the Coaſt Towns thereabout, af- 
flicting the People with the Piles, and deſtroying at the 
ſame Time the Country with Mice. The People of 4jþ- 
dod were ſenſible this was a Judgment from the God of 
Iſrael for taking and detaining the Ark; therefore con- 
ſulting What to do, the Princes of the Philiſti nes, bartly 
to redreſs the Complaints of the Aſhdodites, but chiefly 
to carry the Ark about in Triumph, ſend it to Gath, 
vrhere the ſame Judgments perſue the Detainers of it. 


Whereypon they remove it to Ekron, but the Inhabitants |

Whbilſt the, Ark was here, not only the Piles, but a 
deadly Plague attended the People; wherefore calling the 
Prieſts; they, reſolved to ſend the Ark away, but could 
not preſently, agree upon the manner of doing it. The 
Priefts adviſe them not to ſend it away empty, but to 
prepare a Treſpaſs-Offering for Attonement of their Sa- 
crilege, which was to conſiſt of five golden Emrods, and 
tive: golden Mice, according to the Number of the Prin- 
ces of the Philiſtines; hoping, that by thus acknowledg-. 
ing the Glory of the Lord of Iſrael, he would rid them 
of the Plagues he had inflicted on them; for why, aid 
the Prieſts, ſhould you be obltinate, as the Egyptians 
were, to your own Deſtruction? Then dire&ing them to 
provide a new Cart, and two Milch-Kine, that neyer had 
been yok' g, and. faſten, them to the Cart, without their 
Calves, they bid them lay the Ark on the Cart, and put 
the golden Emrods and Mice in a Coffer by the Side of 
the Ark, and ſend them away: But caution d them ſtrict- 
ly to obferve which, Way the Cart went; for if it went 
by the Way of Bethſbemeſ, they might conclude, that it

Then ordering all Jrael to meet him at Miapeh, they 
came to him there : Where whilſt they humbled them- 
ſelves with Prayer and Paſting, the Philiſtines having No- 
tice of this general Meeting came in Arms, and put them 
into a great Conſternation. The Iſraelites thus frighted, 
þegged of Samuel to intercede for them to the Lord. 
Samuel thereupon took a ſucking Lamb, offered it whole 
for a Byrnt-Offering, and prayed to the Lord for Iſrael. 
Whoſe Prayers were ſo effectual, that the Philiſtines 
coming. to attack /ſrae! at that ſame Inſtant, the Lord 
ſent down ſuch a Peal of Thunder on the Philiſtines, 
juſt as they were ready to ingage, that the Iſraelites taking 
the Advantage of their Diſorder gain'd a mighty Victory, 
and perfued them from Mizpeh beyond: Beſchor.
